Every city in the nation is looking 
and hoping for more industry 
and the 
cities ai this 
part of West Texas known 
as the Rolling Plains are no exceptions. 
But for the foreseeable future agriculture 
is still going to be the principle income 
for this area 
And because of this a 
great deal of effort needs to be spent in 
improving the agricultural economy of 
this area. 
As a step in this direction, 132 men 
prominent in area agriculture, education, 
industry and government assembled in 
M unday to hear the findings of a study 
which was initiated last September by 
Texas AAM University. 
These m e n heard of the real possi­ 


bilities of increasing farm and ranch in­ 
come $209 million annually 
in the 28 
counties c o m prisin g the Rolling Plains. 
Objectives of the study 
were as 
follows: 
1. To evaluate the amount and use 
of agricultural 
resources 
in the 
28 
counties. 
2. To identify agricultural problems 
and potentials in the 28 counties. 
3 To develop 
guidelines 
for the 
production and 
m anagem ent of each 
economic enterprise on farms and ranch­ 
es in the 28 counties. 
4. To develop suggested plans of 
action 
whereby the guidelines 
and 
recommendations can be utilized to in­ 
crease the efficient use of all resources, 
"hereby increasing net farm income in 
The 28 counties. 
The man who conducted the long 
study was Norman W. Brints of Vernon, 
a re a farm m anagem ent specialist with 
the Texas A&M Agricultural Extension 
Service. 
The 
Rolling 
Plains 
Program 
is 
similar to those program s which have 
already been prepared for other areas 
of the state: Blacklands, East Texas, Pan­ 
handle, South Plains. 
(For example, 
in the 
Blacklands, 
where the blackland 
Income 
Growth 
Program is now in its sixth year, farm 
income in 18 selected counties last year 
w as up $53,894,000 above that of 1965. 
In Collin County alone, farm income in 
1961 was $18 million B I G is credited 
with the $25 million income in Collin 
last year.) 
In his report 
Thursday to the a re a 
leaders, Brints defined the sources of 
the potential increase as follows: 
— Increased use of rainfall on culti­ 
vated acres lor crop and livestock pro­ 
duction (bv reducing runoff, evaporation, 
undesirable plants). $25 million. 
Timely and accurate application 
of irrigation water on 130,000 acres so 
that the value of agricultural production 
might be increased: $1.5 million. 
- Expanded use of latest technology, 
brush control and deferred grazing in 
beef production. $10 million. 
—Adoption of the best known crop 
yields, improving quality an d reducing 
costs $30 million. 
Improved 
farm 
organizations 
for 
maximum use of land, labor, capital an d 
m anagem ent $7 million. 
Increased 
processing 
and 
m anu­ 
facturing of agricultural products in the 
28 counties: $120 million. 


—Effective planning 
of estates and

door recreation such as hunting, camping, 
and fishing $3 million.
